William P. Odom, one third 
of the way along on his ef- 
fort to set a new solo record 
flight around the world, left 
Cairo today at 6.39 p.m. 
(10.39 a.m., MDT) for Kar- 
achi, India, 


The Roslyn, N.Y., air- 
man, flying solo in an at- 
tempt to break the 186- 
hour record set by Wiley 
Post in 1933, hoped to 
complete the flight in 90 
hours, 


Odom averaged about 315 | 
miles an hour on his first 
flight from Paris, where he} 
set down earlier today after | 
an overseas hop from Gander, | 
Nfld. Tail winds were ex-| 
pected to help him on the 
next leg, to Karachi, India. 


ODOM COMPLETED the trans- 
Atlantic hop from Gander, New- 
foundland, in 7 hours and 57 min- 
utes at an average ground speed of 
820 miles per hour, 

Odom told reporters at Paris that 
he flew across the Atlantic most of 
the time at an altitude of 19,000 
feet but once had to go up to 25,- 
000 feet to get above icing condi- 
tions. 

“I feel fine—I'm not a bit tired,” 
the grinning pilot said. 

Several hundred _ spectators 
growded Paris’ Orly airfield when 
Odom landed. U.S. Army doctors 
gave him a quick examination and 
said he was in good condition. 

Airport officials draped “stay 
@way” signs on the squat plane.
